For  Election 

Nominations  for  1958-9  presi- 
dent, vice-president  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Inter-Organization 
Council  are  to  be  made  in  a 
special  meeting,  7 p.m.  Feb.  24 
in  2201  Smith  Family  Living 
Center. 

Persons  seeking  office  should 
arrange  to  have  names  placed  in 
nomination  at  this  meeting  by 
a voting  member  of  IOC,  advises 
Phil  Koldewyn,  IOC  president. 
Short  nominating  speeches  will 
be  allowed. 

IOC  policy  requires  candidates 
to  have  a minimum  grade  point 
average  of  2.5  for  the  last  three 
quarters,  and  no  more  than  five 
hours  of  “D”  credit  for  the  pre- 
vious term.  Nominees  must  have 
accumulated  75  quarter  hours 
by  the  beginning  of  winter  quar- 
ter. 

The  duties  of  president  in- 
clude maintaining  liaison  with 
the  Coordinator  of  Student  Or- 
ganizations, president  over  all 
meetings,  serving  as  a member 
of  the  studentbody  cabinet,  and 
acting  as  chief  executive  for  all 
functions  of  the  council. 

Besides  assisting  the  president, 
the  vice-president  acts  as  parlia- 
mentarian and  is  in  charge  of 
securing  and  interviewing  ap- 
plicants for  administrative  posi- 
tions. 

Secretarial  duties  include 
keeping  charge  of  all  files  and 
records  of  the  council  and  each 
member  organization  and  over- 
seeing the  secretaries  of  the  six 
inter-unit  councils.

Musical  Show 
Features  Violin 
Of  BYU  Student 

Violin  virtuoso  Jorge  Kemeny 
will  be  featured  soloist  in  the 
symphony  orchestra  concert 
Wednesday,  8:15  p.m.,  in  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium.  He  will  play 
Brahms’  “Violin  Concerto.” 

The  20-year  old  student  vio- 
linist from  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil, 
is  attending  Brigham  Young 
University  on  a scholarship,  ma- 
joring in  applied  music. 

In  1955  Kemeny  was  graduat- 
ed from  the  Dramatic  and  Musi- 
cal Conservatory  of  Sao  Paulo, 
winning  a medal  of  honor  from 
the  Rotary  Club.  He  was  found- 
er, concertmaster  and  soloist  of 
the  Chamber  Orchestra  of  Sao 
Paulo. 

Kemeny  taught  in  the  Oswal- 
do  Cruz  Conservatory,  Sao 
Paulo,  in  1956,  and  in  1957  he 
served  as  professor  in  the  Dra- 
matic and  Musical  Conservatory. 

Beginning  his  study  of  the 
violin  at  the  age  of  five,  Jorge 
made  his  first  public  appearance 
at  seven. 

“It  has  always  been  my  dream 
to  come  to  the  United  States-  and 
study,”  says  Kemeny,  “ and  af- 
ter becoming  a member  of  the 
Church,  I was  encouraged  to 
attend  BYU.” 

Jorge  was  baptized  into  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  in  March  1957,  and 
is  one  of  six  children.  He  has 
four  brothers  and  one  sister,  all 
of  whom  study  music.  His  father 
is  Branch  President  of  the  Sao 
Paulo  Branch  of  the  LDS 
Church. 

In  April  Kemeny  plans  to  en- 
ter the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  continue 
his  music  studies.

Talent  Needed? 
Bureau’  Lists 
Ways  To  Get  It 

Booking  of  Student  Program 
Bureau  talent  shows  at  Brigham 
Young  University  will  follow 
new  procedures,  according  to 
Doug  Evans,  studentbody  cabin- 
et coordinator  for  the  bureau. 

Two  weeks  advance  notice  is 
necessary  to  book  a show,  and 
no  charge  will  be  made  for 
shows  outside  the  Provo  area 
except  for  transportation  mile- 
age. A charge  of  nine  cents  a 
mile  with  a minimum  of  $2  for 
each  show  is  being  made,  or  the 
group  may  provide  transporta- 
tion. 

If  the  talent  must  stay  over- 
night after  finishing  a perform- 
ance, costs  of  food  and  lodging 
must  be  met  by  the  requesting 
organization.  A flat  rate  of  $5 
per  show  is  being  charged  for 
non-campus  organizations  in  the 
city  of  Provo. 

All  off-campus  shows  request- 
ed must  be  at  least  one-half  hour 
in  length.  No  requests  can  be  ac- 
cepted from  Latter-day  Saint 
Church  wards  unless  they  are 
to  assist  in  fund  raising  events. 

All  organizations  are  advised 
to  book  shows  they  desire  well 
in  advance,  since  the  Program 
Bureau  is  limited  in  the  number 
of  shows  it  can  send  out  each 
night. 

These  rules  incorporate  all 
student,  faculty,  private  and 
church  clubs  and  organizations. 

Shows  can  be  booked  by  con- 
tacting Program  Bureau’s  cen- 
tral business  offices  in  the  Pub- 
lic Relations  Bldg.
